New York, Dec. I).— Colonel Theo­ 
dore Roosevelt and 150 other Progres­ 
sive party leaders and members start­ 
ed for Chicago on a special train of 
ten cars from the rear of which in 
electric letters was emblazoned “ Bull 
Moose Special.” 
The occasion of this midwinter po­ 
litical activity is the proposed solidifi­ 
cation of the new party and the laying 
of plans for future campaigns. 
Members from other states are on 
the way to join in the Chicago confer­ 
ence this week and a number of New 
England and New Jersey members ac­ 
companied the New York delegation. 
Others joined the party at Albany.

were cheered by a small crowd as 
they left. 
Although the colonel had 
no comment to make upon the situa­ 
tion several members of his party, 
particularly Oscar Straus and Frank 
A. Munsey, asserted that if the Re­ 
publican I tarty hoped 
to rejuvenate 
itself it would have to be by turning 
Progressive. 
These sentiments were in reference 
to the decision of the Republican gov­ 
ernors’ conference in Washington to 
wait anoth* r year before taking step® 
to reorganize the party, with the hope 
expressed that the Progressives might 
be brought back into the fold. 
Mr. Munsey said that those attempt­ 
ing this task had a “big job on their 
hands.” 
He added that the only way 
to achieve the union was for the Re­ 
publicans to accept the Progressive 
platform and policies and come into 
the party as formed.

The Times says th a t It has been 
catimeted t h a t ‘Jfhe Indians about 
Cass Lake have laid in for winter 
use not less than fifty tons of w h ite­ 
fish which is supposed to serve them 
until th e ice goes out in the spring. 
W lien the white fish gather on their 
sp aw ning beds in October the sand 
banks are literally 
covered 
with 
ichthyic life for a month or more 
and at this time the Indians lay in 
their winter supply, freezing them, 
keeping them fresh all winter. Dur­ 
ing the frigid m onths of December, 
January, February and March when 
the winds blow cold and blustering 
over the lakes the Indian goes to 
his fall deposit and lishes out one 
to suit him, boils it and with a bit 
of pork and a loaf of bread makes a 
delicious meal. 
Fish is the staple 
article of food for the Indian during 
all seasons of the year, and when the 
w eather is pleasant he not unfre- 
quently goes to bed at nig ht w ith ­ 
out a sign of breakfast in his w ig­ 
wam, knowing full well just where 
he can find a fish to sui! him in th e 
coming mornitj,g.

three pound 
white fish, half a loaf of bread and 
a basin of tea is the customary In­ 
dian ration, the routine being some­ 
times broken by pork and coffee ra ­ 
tions dealt out by the near-by agency.

In Big Canneries to 


Get Evidence.

Women of Entire Country 


Organized to Abolish 


the Evil. 


O industrial revelation of recent 
y ears has ho shocked the conn 
try as Miss Mary Louise Cham 
beriain’s description of the New 
York canneries, where little children, 
many of them worked for seventeen 
hours, labor with bruised, cut lingers 
until 
they 
can 
scarcely 
hold 
their 
heads up. so heavy are sleep and ex 
huustion upon them. 
This exposure 
takes on a national character from 
the fact that organized women all over 
the country are pledged to use all in 
Uuenee for national child welfare. 
Only recently graduated from Vas 
sar, where she received the degree of 
bachelor of arts, Miss Chamberlain, 
tlie daughter of wealthy parents, re 
siding in Hudson, Mass.. decided to 
forego tlie gay eties and more frivolous 
things of life which might have been 
hers up in the little city near the New 
Hampshire line. 
Her interest in the 
welfare of her fellow human beings 
has been aroused by her studies in 
sociology at Vassar. 
Miss Chamlvorlnin wont to work for 
the New York state factory investignt 
lag commission early in J uly and con­ 
tinued in its employ until her work 
w as deemed completed early in Sep­ 
tember. 
Positive that the most interesting 
revelations were not to be obtained 
by inspectors in the ordinary fashion,. 
Dr. CJ eorge M. Price, director of inves­ 
tigation, assigned Miss Chamberlain to 
seek employ ment In various canning 
factories and learn facts and condi­ 
tions first hand. 


Disguised as W orking Girl. 


Putting aside her tailor made suit,

On the stand before the investigating 
commission at Albany she told of tirst 
going to Holly , N. Y., where she obtain 
ed employ ment in a cannery as a sorter 
at 10 cents an hour. 
She was laid otT

Eden Center. 
At South Pay ton she 
w as employ e« | f« *r a day and a half as 
n laborer, doing hand labeling.

this she received lit cents an hour at 
the start, later being paid by the piece.
